the fact that the larger boats had to 
slow up for the smaller ones and the 
fact of bad weather. 


wasnington, Oct. ^6.—Only one new 


witness was heard in detail by the 
Schley court of inquiry yesterday. This 
was Lieutenant Commander James H. 
Sears, who was Admiral Sehley's flag 
lieutenant during the Spanish war. 


He gave a detailed account of the en- 


tire campaign, including the brief siege 
of Cienfuegos, the retrogade movement 
of the flying squadron in search of coal, 
the blockade of the Santiago shore bat- 
teries and the bombardment of the Cris- 
tobal Colon, May 31, and the battle off 
Santiago July 3, when Cervera's fleet 
was destroyed. He placed Ibe distance 
out of the blockading line at Cienfuegoa 
at from one to four miles and at San- 
tiago at from three to six miles. He ex- 
pressed the-opinion that in the battle of 
July 3 it had been the Viscaya's inten- 
tion to raiu the Brooklyn.

Many Would Like to Have 


Postoffice Doors Kept 


Open All Night 


NO W THE TIME TO ACT IN M ATI Eft 


Another Clerk to Be Appointed, and 


Those Who Have Asked Newtpap- 


ws to Gat All Night Service 


Should Appeal to The 


Department 


For many months there has been a 


general demand on the part of the 
North Adams public for having the 
outside doors of the postofflce 
kept 


open much later on both Sunday «.nd 
week day nights. The office now c'oses 
Boon after the last mail fo rthe day has 
arrived and been distributed, and since 
the trains are not always on time and 
the malls vary in size, there is great 
irregularity about oloerng. 


For instance, the doors of the office 


•were found closed one night the past 
week at 11.20 or thereabouts. 
Often 


they are open half an hour after mid- 
night. 
This means that a boxholder who is 


anxious to gat & letter from the late 
•mall nms'i go to the office before the 
earliest hour of closing, say 11.20, and 
if the mail is a little late and rather 
heavy he must wait until after mid- 
night to get the letter. ~If he waited 
until midnight before going to the office 
he would perhaps find that the mail 
had been on time and light, and the 
doors would be locked against Mm. 


On Sunday nights it is worse. Tne 


mail varies tior« in size, the last mail 
•on that day being the one at 8 o'clock 
and with only one clerk to handle it 
there is great variety In the hours of 
closing. 


"The -local postofflce authorities are 


ndt to blame In the matter. Under the 
present arrangement the night clerk is 
allowed to go wbengghe ets the mall 
In—and even at the earliest hour of 
closing he has generally put 
in a 


good day** work, *o it would be a 
hardship to him to ask him to stay to 
any given hour that the doors might 
be kept open. And the postal clerks 
cannot get the mails out of the way at 
any given time every night. But the 
very fact that they cannot and that 
there is such variety in the closing 
hour is the reason for providing a way 
o'f having the doors -kept open if pos- 
sible. 
Of course the department at 


Washington will not allow the doors 
of the office to -remain open with no 
clerk inside. One way out of tfhe diffi- 
culty has been sugested. This is to 
have a policeman detailed to look after 
the office just as special service is 
given to the banks at certain hours. 
"The officer could have a key to the 
outer doors and might look after the 
office from the time the clerks went 
home until the closing up time. This 
would not be very long, but would re- 
sult In a regular hour of closing and 
a'given time when a man could know 
£hat his mail was in and "could be se- 
cured without a long wait. 


It is urged on behalf of this plan that 


It would not require any more extra 
work on the part of .the police than 
that now given at certain hours to the 
banks; but there would probably be 
objections from the department. 


It is probable, however, that there 


will soon be the appointment of a 
new clerk for this office, when there 
will be a rearrangement of hours and 
some changes in the work. The prac- 
tical sugestlon is therefore made that 
now Is the time for the people to speak 
up for an all night clerk if there is 
•cally as much call for one as has 
been made to appear. 


North Adams is a city of 25,000 peo- 


ple and it Is a busy city. There are 
many who find the closing of the doors 
of the postoffice at the present hours a 
great inconvenience. 
Other cities no 


larger then North Adams have been 
granted all night postal service, and 
if the people really want it here now 
is the time to move in the matter with 
a chance of success. 


The matter lies with the people now. 


Postmaster Darby wants to accommo- 
date the public. 
There are 
to be 


changes, and if the people demand all 
night service he would undoubtedly be 
greetly pleased to forward to the de- 
partment any local petition or other 
evidence of concerted effort and a loud 
call for the change. 


;There is certainly a call for a night 


clerk. Some of those Interested and 
who have been ready to appeal to the 
newspapers to get what they wanted 
abound now take it upon themselves to 
•how how general the call is.

up, and saw that it vus. I met the com- 
modore on the quarter deck. He di- 
rected the signal 'clear ship for action,' 
followed by the signal to close in, all of 
which were made. From ray position 
I had a good view of the entrance. Our 
chip was heading at the time, J should 
say, to the wc-stward of north. The en- 
gines had been started by the time I got 
on deck, and slie was gaining way and 
swinging toward the enemy. TJie first 
vessel, which proved to be the flagship 
Maria Teresa, came out. She was di- 
rectly on our bearing from the entrance 
to the port. 


"As the ships swung towardathe Ter- 


esa, she swung slowly around. To rue 
the Teresa appeared to not hold an ex- 
actly straight course, and the helm of 
our ship was ea.sed one way or t>>e other 
*3 krep our ram pointing toward the 
Teresa. The Teresa shortly turned 
squarely toward the westward, and as 
«he did so 1 got a view of the m»xt ship 
following in her wake. Ii was my ob- 
servation that the Brooklyn was then 
held up to moot the second ship ap- 
proaching. Of course, we ported helm. 


"The second ship passed in the wake 


gf the first one, thp Brooklyn was held 
toward her and rfie appeared to me to 
be uncertain in her course. The Brook- 
lyn was handled by her captain and 
quartermaster. She turned after she 
had passed to the southward of the 
Teresa's wake and followed her, and 
then It was generally remarked on the 
tower bridge they were all going to try 
to escape to the westward. Just about 
the time the Viscaya turned, Yeoman 
Ellis came to me and said that his stadi- 
metre showed j)00 yards to the Viscaya. 
I immediately took an cspscial looldkat 
,the Viscaya with that in mind, and my 
Judgment confirmed the stadimetrc. I 
said to the commodore: 'I think we are 
about our tactical diameter from that 
ship now,' and he said: 'I think so, 
too,' or 'We are.' Then the order was 
'hard-aport.' I am not positive who 
gave that order. I think the commodore 
'said: 'Hardaport,' and Captain Cook 
said 'It is hard-aport. The helm was 
kept hard-aport and the ship swung 
rapidly in her turning circle. When the 
order was given, hard-aport,' I looked 
'at the next vessel in our fleet—the Texas 
—and in my judgment, we were com- 
pletely clear of her, and as we turned 
•we passed clear of her. After the turn 
was completed we found ourselves 
abreast or possibly a little before the 
beam of the leading ship with slowly 
convoying course toward the leading 
Ship. The smoke at this time was very 
dense, but there were two ships in plain 
sight, and occasionally we could get a 
glimpse of the third, 


i "The commodore spoke of the advisa- 
»f signalling through the Oregon to 
the Texas to stay by the Viscaya, when 
she turned in and insured her surrender, 
but after a moment's thought he said: 
'Philip will know enough to look out for 
that,' and then we proceeded. While 
we were engaged on the beam of the 
iViscaya the Colon had parsed inside of 
jthe Viscaya, firing, but gradually draw- 
ing away. We were increasing our 
speed as rapidly as the fires could be 
forced, and after the Viscaya had gone 


' in, we continued to chase after the 


Colon. The forcing of the fires told 
presently, and we began to slacken her 
ppeed. We estimated the distance of 
the Colon to be fully 12,000 yards. It 
'Was beyond the extreme range of "lie 
itadimetre. 


"After we began to gain, upon the 


Colon, the commodore directed the Ore- 
gon to try her guns at her. Then the 
Oregon and the Brooklyn fired deliber- 
ately at the Colon. After our fire she 
began to warer in toward the shore. 
Her course was unsettled and the com- 
modore said he thoiight she had enough 
flf it and was looking for a soft spot to 
lie upon, which proved to be the case. 
'She fired occasionally at us, rather 
jrapidly at first, and then it became 
weaker. She -was close into shore at 
Ithat -time and at 1:15 hauled down her 
Bag. Captain Cook and Lieutenant 
(Wells were sent on board the Colon to 
receive the surrender." 
i Mr, Rayner questioned the witness 
•gain concerning his association with 
-Lieutenant Commander Potts on the 
Massachusetts, and asked 
if he bad 


deard the commodore say, on the occa- 
*ion of the Colon reconnoissance, any- 
thing in the presence of Mr. Potts con- 


' cerning the conspicuousness of the uni- 


forms of the officers as they stool on the 
lurret during the firing of the enemy's 
batteries. The witness replied in the 
negative. 


"Was the commodore behind the con- 


ning tower on that occasion ?" "He was 
both behind and in front of it, he was 
moving about.' 


In reply to a question, Commander 


Bears said he had been with Commodore 
Schley in five engagements, all tolj. 
He was then asked as to the bearing of 
that officer under fire and replied: 
"His beariflg to me was a model for any- 
body, worthy of emulation at all times. 
Under fire his faculties, if it was possi- 
ble, seemed to be clearer and more in 
possession than at any other time." 


"Was he in any state of excitement?" 


"Not the slightest." 


"Was he cool and calm?" "Abso- 


lutely." 


"How about points of danger, would 


he get away from them or did he expose 
himself to themV". "He was always 
putting himself In exposed positions. 
I requested him many times not to ex- 
pose himself, as it was useless to do so." 


Mr. Rayner sought to secure the in- 


troduction of a brief report of the battle 
of July 3, which Commodore Schley pre- 
pared for transmission to the secretary 
«f the navy. It was stated that Com- 
mander Sears had taken this despatch 
ashore to be cabled to the secretary, but 
that it never reached that official.

FAMOUS CRIMINAL CASE 


Will Be Reopened by Granting of 


New Trial to Molineaur 


Albany, Oct. 16—The court 
of 


appeals has granted Roland B. Molineux 
a new trial. The court grants a new 
trial on a prevailing opinion, written by 
Judge Werner of Rochester, his princi- 
pal ground being that the lower court 
erred in admitting evidence as to the al- 
leged crime, the death of H. G. Barnet, 
and tlius merged two issues. 


Every n>ember of the court of appeals 


agrees for the reversal of the judgment 
of conviction on tbe ground that the 
trial court erred in receiving in evi- 
dence the declarations of Barnet made 
to Drs. Phillips and Douglas that he had 
received kutnow powders through the 
mail. 


The action of the New York court of 


appeals reopens one of the most famous 
cases of modem timers. Dec. 28, 1898, 
Mrs. Katherine J. Adams died after 
taking a dose of bromo-seltzer given her 
by Harry S. Cornish. Cornish was also 
violently ill but recovered. The bottle 
was found to contain a mixture of bro- 
mo-seltzer and cyanide of mercury, a 
deadly poison. At the close of the in- 
quest, Feb. 24, 1899, Roland B. Moli- 
neux, a young chemist, was arrested. 
An indictment was found but later dis- 
missed. Another grand Jury refused to 
Indict and the prisoner was released 
only to be real-rested on the charge of as- 
saulting Cornish, to whom the bromo- 
seltzer had been sent by mail. 


After a long legal battle Molineux was 


again discharged and rearrested. In 
July, 1809, he was again indicted. His 
trial began before Recorder Goff, Nov. 
14, 1899. Tbe government case turned 
largely on expert testimony as to hand- 
writing. Feb. 30, 1900, the jury found 
him guilty of murder in the first degree. 
Feb. 16 he was sentenced to be electro- 
cuted in the week of March 26. His 
counsel appealed on questions of law, 
chief being the-admission of testimony 
regarding the death of Barnet, whose 
death by similar poison was indirectly 
laid to Molineux's door. This appeal 
aided as a s^y. £be appeal was not 
argued until this last slimmer. David 
B. Hill was chief counsel for the gov- 
ernment, while John G. Milburn was re- 
tained as chief counsel by Messrs. 
Weeks and Battle, who had fought the 
case in the trial court. Meantime Mol- 
ineux has been confined in Sing Sing 
prison. 


America Sets the Exampl* 


London, Oct. 10.—Lord Rosebery, 


speaking yesterday at Birmingham on 
the necessity of Great Britajn being 
better equipped in political and com- 
mercial education, dwelt upon the "dan- 
gers of British complacency." He 
urged his countrymen to imitate the 
United States, and referred to "the rest- 
less enterprise of the Americans, their 
devouring anxiety to improve existing 
machinery and methods and the ap- 
parent impossibility of accumulating 
any fortune, however gigantic, which 
shall satisy or be sufiicient to allow oi 
leisure and repose."

letic club last evening a banquet was 
given in honor of Sir Thomas Lipton 
and he was also made the recipient of a 
massive silver loving cup, presented by 
his friends m Chicago. Sir Thomas re- 
plied in a brief speech of thanks for the 
honors that had been shown him in 
Chicago and alluded feelingly to the 
many kind messages he had received 
from all parts of the country since he 
arrived for tbe yacht races.

1 One of Spain's Highest Granffees 


New York, Oct. 16.—The Duke of 


'Alba, one of the highest grandees of 
Spain, died from heart failure yesterday 
at his apartments in the Holland house. 
The duke came to thjs city on Sept. 21 
to witness the international yacht races, 
as the guest of Sir Thomas Lipton. On 
the day of the List race he contracted a 
severe cold, which developed into a case 
of influenza.

Todaroff declares 
that the closing of the frontier in these 
districts is quite illusory, as be crossed 
without a passport and declares he did 
not meet any of the frontier guards.

New York, Oct. 16.—Physicians and 


surgeons who attended President Mc- 
Kinley during the closing days of his 
life presented yesterday to the State 
Medical society, gathered here in semi- 
annual session, a lengthy report cover- 
ing the medical and surgical history of 
the case. 


It was signed by Drs. Mann, Mynter, 


Wasdin, Stockton, Rixey, Park and 
McBurney. The report was read by 
Dr. Mann, who discussed its features as 
he proceeded. No reporter was present 
during the reading, but a general sum- 
mary was given out by one of tbe phy- 
sicians. 


Dr. Mann omitted all mention of the 


operation. He described the president's 
symptoms and treatment from day to 
day, 
going into the fullest details. In 


speaking of the bulletins issued, Dr. 
Mann said everyone was absolutely 
true. None had been misleading in any 
manner. He told of the progress of the 
patient^from day to day until the un- 
fortunate turn—a very sudden one— of 
the seventh day, and said he mentioned 
It to show that the bulletins issued were 
true and not misleading. 


Dr. Mann declared Uiere was abso- 


lutely no 
bacteriological infection. 


Continuing he said: "If you ask me 
what caused the president's death I 
could not tell you, I doubt if that ever 
will be discovered. Amongst contribu- 
tory causes, however, were the presi- 
dent's age, his lack of exercise and his 
naturally weak heart, which made his 
pulse high." 


Dr. Mann was asked by one of the 


medical men why the X-ray was not ap- 
plied, so the missing bullet might be lo- 
cated. Dr. Mann replied that there was 
nothing in the condition of the patient 
to show that the bullet was doing any 
harm, and he said that if the X-ray had 
been used it would only have been to 
satisfy the curiosity of the physicians 
and the excitement attend ing the opera- 
tion would have been harmful to the 
patient, so the doctors refrained from 
using the X-ray apparatus. 


Dr. Mann went on to say that at no 


time whatever had there been the 
slightest disagreement among the phy- 
sicians. He said that complete har- 
mony marked every moment of the time 
they were in attendance 'on the presi- 
dent. He said he had never known of 
such complete harmony among physi- 
cians in attendance on a Dingle patient. 
Dr. Mann did not say anything of the 
autopsy, but he described the technical 
treatment of the president daily. 


Dr. Mynter, a colleague of Dr. Mnnn 


In the president's case, corroborated all 
Dr, Mann said. He spoke of the fine 
traits of the presidenf^nd of the re- 
markable exhibition of patience Mr. 
McKinley had displayed. Dr. Mynter 
spoke very feelingly of the Christian 
charity of President McKinley toward 
his assassin, and said that the presi- 
dent's manner of bearing his trials was 
BO impressive that there was not one 
of the nurses who would not have gladly 
taken his place. 


Lone Imprisonment Recommended 
Havana, Oct. W.—The indictments in 


the postoffice fraud cases have been 
sent by the fiscal to the audiencla. The 
fiscal has asked that Neely, Rathbone 
and Reeves, the indicted officials, be 
sentenced to imprisonment for terms 
ranging from 24 to 26 years. Bach of 
the accused men is charged with from 15 
to 18 offenses. The counsel for the de- 
fense have 20 days in which to file 
answers to the indictments. 


Rnmor Caused Run on Bank 


Buffalo, Oct. Ste.—A run on the Fidel- 


ity Trust company, a state banking in- 
stitution, began yesterday. A long line 
of anxious depositors stood for hours 
waiting to withdraw their money. Ex- 
tra paying tellers were installed and 
their windows were kept open until 4 
o'clock in order to accommodate the de- 
positors. Prominent bankers say the 
rumor which caused the run is ground- 
less. 


Abductors Held Without Ball

Sloan, D. K. Flnlay, Oscar Duniap and 
'Henry E. Wallace, the four men ac- 
cused of having abducted Mabel Good- 
rich, proprietress of a disreputable 
house, and robbing her of money and 
diamonds valued at $2500, were given 
a final bearing yesterday and commit- 
ted without bail for trial.

Hay Cause & Loss of Over $20O,OOO 


to Banks and Individuals 


Boston, Oft 16.—The financial condi- 


tion of the bankrupt firnr^f F. Abraham 
& Sen, pipe manufacturers and tobacco 
dealers, are said to be in worse shape 
than was ever contemplated, notwith- 
standing it was known that forgery 
and other irregularities had developed, 
nnd there seems to be a slim chance of 
>he creditors receiving a dividend of 
more than a few^ cents on the dollar. 
f he receivers who are investigating the 
Firm's sffaire will not discuss the matl er. 
but of tie total liabilities of $240,000, as 
shown by the meager returns to the 
court showing the condition of the Ab- 
raham estate, over $200,000 is represent- 
ed In notes, drawn and realized upon by 
the firm of Abraham &,,Son, on the 
Strength of indorsements of reputable 
individuals and concerns, practically all 
of which are alleged to have been 
forged by Leopold Abraham, a partner 
in the concern, now confined in an in- 
sane asylum. 


The protesting of notes, as they fall 


due, is a daily occurrence. Many of 
them are indorsed several times, each 
signature in turn being repudiated as 
forgeries as often as presented. As 
many as 50 banks, concerns and in- 
Blviduals will suffer as a result, each 
believing that not only was the bank- 
rupt concern good-for its promissory 
notes-, but that the indorsements placed 
them beyond all question. 


UNDER HEAVY BONDS 


Three Alleged Housebreakers Are 


Held For the Grand Jury

bridge has obtained the custody of the 
three alleged burglars who were ar- 
rested in this city Sunday and in 
the third district court, Cambridge, 
each of the defendants' was held by 
Judge Almy in $0000 for the action of 
the grand jury.

At the 
same time he is a majn of modest and 
unostentatious manners and when he 
travels shields his royal rank behind 
an incognito and is Jknown as Count of 
Haga. His best literary work was done 
before he ascended the throne, when he 
lived in a quiet home on the seashore 
as the Duke of Oestergotland. His 
cares and duties as king have not per- 
mitted him the leisure and the liberty 
to think and write as be did in the old- 
en days when he was merely a modest 
country gentleman. Nevertheless he 
finds time to prepare many speeches, to 
write an occasional essay and to keep 
pace with contemporary literature. 


His music and artistic work are a di- 


version from the cares of state, and ev- 
ery afternoon when he comes fropi the 
council chamber or bis office he usually 
sits at the piano for an hour or so try- 
ing the latest music and his old favor- 
ites. 
* 


Oscar II. has a romantic sentiment, 


and the folklore and fairy stories of 
Sweden appeal strongly to his artistic 
nature. Some years ago a pageant of 
Old Sweden was given in the streets of 
Stockholm baaed upon a legend of pre- 
historic times called "The King's 
Ride," in which he took the most con- 
spicuous part. Mounted upon a splen- 
did white charger and clad in armor 
like a knight in the middle ages, he led 
a procession of picturesque knights, 
warriors, lords and ladies clad in me- 
diaeval costume through tLe crowded 
streets and performed the role of the 
king In this fairy story, which appears 
In all Swedish schoolbooks. 


Of late years the king has occnpjed 


himself more with music than with lit- 
erature and has taken an active part 
in the management of the Royal Opera 
of Stockholm. He Is one of the ablest 
musical critics ia Europe and has stud- 
led music a'S a science as well as an 
art. Music is his favorite pastime and 
his favorite subject of conversation. 
A foreigner visiting the palace will iq- 
variably be asked concerning musical 
affairs in his own country. Musicals, 
at' which the king takes part, are fre- 
quently held at the palace. 


HILL'S LATEST SCHEME 


Consolidation of Great Northern 


. and Northern Pacific; 


PBE GBEATEBT 
OF OOKBKES. 


rorporstloa Said tn Be Forming to 
Control th*> Secvrttlo of Two Gr«»t 
Tr*B«contlu«at*l Line*—Stocls Ad- 
vancea Upon thf <~ \-culation ot the 
Report Im Wall Street. 


i The greatest net gain scored by any 
one stock In a single day for the last 
tew weeks, says the New York Trib- 
une, was made by Great Northern pre- 
ferred, which advanced 8 points, to 
196%, on reports that a plan, had been 
practically decided upon.for the forma- 
tion of a corporation which should con- 
trol the securities of the Great North- 
ern and also of the Northern Pacific. 
Northern Pacific preferred and Union 
Pacific were also conspicuously strong, 
the former making a net advance of 
2^6 points and the latter of 2& 


The terms on which it was rumored 


the proprietary corporation would take 
over the stock of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific were 200 for the 
Great Northern and 125 for Northern 
Pacific common, the last recorded sale 
of the latter stock having been at 122. 
It was also said that F. D. Underwood 
!was soon to retire from the presidency 
of the Erie Railroad company, to which 
road he came a few months ago from 
the Baltimore and Ohio, and would be- 
come one of the principal operating of- 
ficers of the proposed new company. 


This report was widely credited In 


the street and received virtual con- 
firmation. It was Mr. Bill who placed 
Mr. Underwood at the head of the 
Erie road, and in Mr, Hill's opinion, it 
is understood, the present Erie execu- 
tive combines in a more marked degree 
the elements of a practical railroad 
man and financier than any other man 
of his acquaintance. It was reported 
also down town that Mr. Hill would 
retire from the presidency of the Great 
Northern before many months to take 
tlie chairmanship of the board and 
that Mr. Underwood would then suc- 
ceed him In the president's chair. 


The story about the plan for organiz- 


ing a proprietary company to hold the 
control of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific stocks lacked specific 
confirmation. Morgan interests denied 
it in a general way, but added the sig- 
nificant remark that there was nothing 
In the report—yet The fact seems to 
be that a company has been formed to 
take over the control of the Great 
Northern stock, but that no decision 
has yet been reached as to transfer- 
ring the Northern Pacific stock to such 
a company. It is illegal in some of 
the states through which the two roads 
pass for any railway company to own 
the stock of a competitor, and this pro- 
hibition, it 19 suggested, may extend 
even to the case of a company formed 
to hold the shares of two competing 
lines. The proprietary company, if or- 
ganized and if .Including the Northern 
Pacific, would offer its own securities 
to the public, thus releasing an Im- 
mense amount of capital which has 
been for months locked up in the 
Northern Pacific. 


The titanic struggle between the Mor- 


gan-Hill and Harriman-Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. Interests for control of the North- 
ern Pacific, with its $80,000,000 com- 
mon stock and ^75,000,000 preferred, 
a contest which swept the market bare 
of the common stock and which culmi- 
nated In the "Northern Pacific corner" 
of May 9, is still fresh in the public rec- 
ollection. Absolute control of the Bur- 
lington having been purchased by the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
jointly, the position of the Union Pa- 
cific became menaced, as the Burling- 
ton largely paralleled it in its own ter- 
ritory and, in addition, had a western 
connection with the Northern Pacific 
at Billings, Mon. Control of the North- 
ern Pacific would obviously give the 
Union Pacific an equal voice with the 
Great Northern in the direction of the 
Burlington's policy, and Interests close- 
ly Identified with the Union Pacific 
therefore undertook to secure that con- 
trol, an aim strenuously combated by 
the Morgan Interests. 


At the end of the great contest in the 


Btock market it was generally under- 
stood that Mr. Harriman and his asso- 
ciates had succeeded In purchasing a 
majority of the entire capital stock of 
the Northern Pacific, or something in 
excess of $77,500,000 par value, but 
that Mr. Morgan aud his friends held 
a controlling interest in the $80,000,000 
of common stock.

WORLD'S RICHEST TOWN. 


Tbe Claim Made by BrooUline In the 


Bay State. 


Brookline, Mass., the richest town in 


the world, is more than $5,000,000 rich- 
er this year than last, according tr> the 
computation ,ot the town's wealth 
which was given out by the assessors, 
says the Boston Herald. The rate of 
taxation is lower. There is a gain in 
the valuation of personal estate of 
more than $3,000,000 and more than 
?2,000,000 in realty. 
There are more 


Inhabitants and a gain in the number 
of assessed polls. 


The total valuation this year is $83,- 


180,700 against $77,952,900 last year. 
The personal estate is valued at $26,- 
871,000 against $23,499,000 in 1900. 
This very large gain is attributed to 
the fact that Brookline has such ex- 
ceptional attractions for residential 
purposes that a natural gain is bound 
to be found in each year over the fig- 
ures of the preceding year and that 
many new residents* have established 
themselves in Brookline. The past year 
has, according to the assessors, been 
one in which Brookline has been par- 
ticularly favored in this respect 


The real est-ce is valued at $56,309,- 


000 as against $54,453,100, the figures 
last year. The gain in realties is large- 
ly on land values, chiefly because of 
the many recent improvements and the 
extension of railway facilities. Build- 
ings in the town are valued at $23,- 
203,600 against $22,441,500 last year, 
^nd the land valuation is put at $33,- 
106,100, last year's figures being $32,- 
011,600. 


The number of polls is 5,773 against 


5,630 assessed last year. The town's 
income from sources outside of direct 
taxation is $325,000. 
The state tax 


this year is estimated to be about 
$47,617.50; county tax, $58,129.39; met- 
ropolitan sewer tax, $24,786.63, and 
parks, maximum amount, $35,000.

Dixon of Boston gave an addrtsss on 
"God in the city:"' Mr. Dixon's ad- 
dress was humorous at points and very 
pointed all the way through. He con- 
sidered a Christian asleep about as 
useless as a Christian dead. On the 
whole, he thought he would rather be 
the pastor of a cemetery than of a 
sleeping church, for the tombstones 
would at least give him a respectful 
hearing and would not talk back. But 
a somnambulistic church will walk, 
talk and fight in its sleep.

church' he told the story of an under- ( 
takef who was sent for to emblam the 
body 'of a woman. When he reached 
the house and entered the room he

misto'ok the sleeper for the corpse and 
came near getting into twmble. A 
sleeping church the speaker consider- 
ed the worst commentary on Christ- 
ianity.

On the streets and in these 
places many can be reached who never 
enter a church, and by his own ex- 
perience in Boston and other places 
Mr. Dixon had found this plan to work 
well. Some of these experiences were 
o.uite amusing, as related by the speak 
er, and there was occasional applause. 
He told of many conversions that had 
resulted from street preaching, and 
said the devil got in one of his strong- 
est strokes when he persuade^ Chris- 
tians to get within four walls, call 
the place a chtirch and stick right 
there. Mr. Dixon altfo touched on the 


j liquor question briefly. He t'ad been 


in Maine and knew something of the 
Working of the law there, and he 
found that in «ome instances It was 
very openly violated. , This he con- 
sider^I a grave thing, for he thought 
allowing such violation was no bet- 
ter than a conspiracy against the law; 
and he liked Carrie Nation better than 
those who would conspire against the 
law.

The address of Rev. W. S. Ament 


D. D. dealt with the Chinese mission- 
ary question. The address was ren- 
dered doubly interesting from the fact 
that he has been a missionary In 
China for the past 20 years and has 
come Into prominence all over the 
woirld through his part in the recent 
selge of Pekin. 
; 


Dr. Ament began by referring to the' 


significance of the ground on which 
the meeting was held, saying- that it 
emphasized above all things the great- 
ness of world-wide missions. The mis- 
sionary, while teaching religious truth 
primarily brings nations into contact 
with one another and may be the ma- 
terial factor in promoting the poet's 
dream in the federation of the race. 
Looking at the immediate situation in 
China from both the pessimistic and 
optimistic points of view, Dr. Ament 
drew the conclusion that it is the 
awakening of a great nation, which 
has been waiting to respond to the j 
call for change and development. 


Turning to the purely religious sides 


of the question, the speaker insisted 
that in spite of a widespread belief 
to 
the contrary, 
Christianity 
has 


proved itself adequate to the trans- 
formation of the Chinese character. 
By internal development rather than 
by external change it will place the 
Chinese in touch with 20th century 
giowth. Confucianism, the prevailing 
form of religion in China, is losing 
its hold on the people, and the prin- 
ciples of Christianity must step in to 
takes its place. 


Strange as it may seem, one of the 


agencies which has been at work to 
convince the people of the superiority 
of western civilization is the influence 
of the foreign soldiery. With a few 
exceptions the men and officers have 
treated the Chinese with respect and 
won their confidence. 


In closing, Dr. Ament said that a 


great work was yet to be done, and 
urged the American people to take 
their share of the responsibility.

William T. Stead, writing to the New 


York Journal from London, says: 


Cecil Rhodes has returned from his 


Scotch moor, radiant with renewed 
Ufe and energy. He is quite a differ- 
ent man today from what he wa» 
when he arrived in England two 
months ago from Africa. He seemed 
lu such buoyant health that I was a 
little surprised when, he declared his 
intention of spending the winter in 
Egypt. 


I could understand there was noth- 


ing for him eft do at present la South 
Africa in the hideous confusion In 
which that unhappy "land baa been 
plunged by the attempt to destroy the 
independence of the Dutch republics. 
But why should he go to Egypt? Why 
not go to the United States, said I, 
that great new world ceuter? Rhodes 
shook bis head. 


"My health is not quite sufficiently 


restored to subject it to the strain, and 
I want to be fit when I go back to 
Rhodesia. America is a great country, 
but reetfulnese is not exactly the note 
of the United States." 


Rhodes' eye kindled when he epoke 


of America, for to him more than to 
any other public man In Britain the 
United State* is as much a part of the 
fatherland as the United Kingdom. 
During all the years I have known him 
no note has been so constant In his 
conversation as the malediction which 
he hurled against the Imbecility of 
George III. and bis advisers who, like 
Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, "caused 
Israel to sin," shattered the unity of 
the English speaking race and created 
two rival and sometimes antagonistfb 
sections in place of the great unity 
which in Rhodes' dream would have 
given peace to the world. 


Finding ulJa semewhat disposed to 


talk, I referred to the change in the 
presidency, but was Interrupted by 
Rhodes' outburst of admiration for the 
last speech of McKinley. 


"It was splendid," said be, with glow- 


Ing appreciation. "I have not seen any- 
thing quite so good for a long time, 


i Just think of it! 
What conscious 


1 strength, witet width of grasp, what 


ease in handling the greatest affairs of 
state! It is great!" said Rhodes. Then, 
turning to me: 


"What about his successor?" 
"Oh," I said, "he will carry out the 


. policy of his predecessor, only more 


strenuity is likely to Tbe the note of bis 
administration. 
I wish you could 


meet," I said. "It would be well worth 
your crossing the Atlantic." 


Rhodes reflected a moment and then 


said regretfully: 


"No; I can't do it I must remember 


that Africa is my continent, not Amer- 
ica. 
I am extremely interested in 


Roosevelt. It Is not only his career-and 
the part which he took with his rough 
riders in Cuba that attracted me, but 
I have a great leaning to any of the old 
Knickerbocker stock. I suppose there 
is an unmistakable Duteh strain in him, 
one of the best strains in the world- 
tenacious, brave, resolute. As you see 
them in the pages of Motley, so'they 
are in South Africa today. 


"Ah," said be, with a heavy sigh, "if 


only these brave fellows had been of 
our race! But they would not recog- 
nize equality and can't stand subordi- 
nation of my race before any other, not 
even before the Dutch. 


"I suppose," continued Rhodes after 


a pause, "they will cut the canal But 
I don't understand why people should 
speak about this as a possible source 
of difficulty with England. Tell me if 
I am wrong," he said, "But it seems 
to me that this pedantic insisting upon 
an old treaty, which has become an an- 
achronism, is bad statesmanship. 


"We want the canal built We are 


not prepared to build it ourselves nor to 
take any part In the building of it The 
United Stattffc proposes to find all the 
money, take all the risk and do all the 
work, and why in the name of common 
sense should we object to its under- 
taking the sole responsibility for pro- 
tecting its own property? It would 
be a different tiling if we were going 
shares with the United States in the 
enterprise, but we are not 
We are 


leaving it to invest its capital in the 
work and then grudging it a free band 
in the defense of it 


"Of course I can take only a distant 


view of the question, but it seems to 
me that if we could secure from the 
Americans recognition of the principle 
that in the canal the British mercantile 
marine should in all perpetuity be priv- 
ileged to enjoy American rights at 
'American jates we should have every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose by 
taking the initiative and repudiating 
the ClaytonrBnlwer treaty. 


"We cannot expect them to feel less 


sensitive about the isthmian canal than 
we are about the Suez canal." 


From which it may be seen that 


Rhodes, being himself an artificer of 
empire, is capable of understanding and 
appreciating the necessities of other na- 
tions engaged in similar handicraft 


"The United States," said Rhodes, 


"sixty years ago was comparatively 
nowhere. Today it Is just at the be- 
ginning of a career which may tempt 
It to wish to take the world. There 
is Central and South America, for in- 
stance. It Is their hinterland, and who 
can realize the immense possibilities 
that lie before them in that southern 
continent?"

Balkan Fastnesses.

Character of the Outlaw* Into TV"ho»» 


Hand* Miss Stone, the American 
Minaitmcrr, Is Supposed to Have 
Fallen—They Differ Widely Prom 
tlie Turkish, Greek ana Sicilian 
Brigand*. 
Most of the newspaper writers who 


have discussed the case of Miss Stone, 
captured the other day by brigands of 
uncertain nationality, says tlie Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Post, have treated the matter as if the 
question whether the robbers were 
.Turks or Bulgarians was of no conse- 
quence beyond fixing the responsibility 
upon one government or another. This 
is an error, unless all accounts given 
by diplomatists and consular officers 
familiar with the region where Miss 
Stone was taken are misleading. There 
are brigands and brigands, for there is 
such a thing as an aristocracy even of 
theft and murder. The brigandage of 
Greece, Turkey proper and Sicily is 
said to be as different from the brigand- 
age of Bulgaria, into whose hands it 
is hoped the unfortunate Miss Stone 
has fallen, as black is from white. The 
Bulgarian banditti constitute almost 
o class by themselves. They are as a 
rule political robbers. 
, The Bulgarian political robber issnch 
because his enemies have tne ear of the 
court and have made the ordinary 
haunts of men too hot to hold him. 
[He has fled before the menace of the 
scaffold or the shooting squad and 
jtaken himself to the fastnesses among 
'the hills because they offer about the 
only refuge to which lie' members of 


i 'the uppermost party dare not • follow 


him. 
If he were a free agent'to the 


choice of an abode, it would be in the 
heart of the capital, and he would car- 
ry a wand of office instead of a car- 
bine. Adverse fate in public life is 
what has made him what he is, and a 
resolution at court would probably 
convert him in a twinkling into a repu- 
!table citizen, with an abundant regard 
for law and order and a disposition to 
pay all the taxes he could not evade. 


One fine trait ascribed to the Bulga- 


irlan brigand, by the way, is that of car- 
rying always with him the Insignia of 
respectability under his robber's^ cloak, 
jas if he were keeping himself in train- 
,Jng for taking his proper place in socie- 
ity again. He is devout and can and 
idoes say his prayers without a slip of 
Ithe tongue. He is educated—for his 
part of creation—and takes care to keep 
abreast of the movements of the great 
world from -which circumstances have 
Isolated him for awhile. He recognizes 
social distinction in his band as scrupu- 
lously as the host at a state dinner, so 
that among his people there are first 
(class brigands, second class brigands 
and so on down to the servants and car- 
riers. He has a nice sense of the differ- 
ence between members of bis profes- 
sion and persons who have never pur- 
sued it If, for example, he makes a 
prisoner his messenger to visit a vil- 
llage for food, he supplies the money for 
buying it instead of compelling the un- 
llucky wight to steal for him. 


I When he discharges a prisoner after 
(ransom, he has a conscience about re- 
turning his valuables to him and giving 
him a email sum with which to pay his 
(.tray back to civilization. It will be not- 
led that Miss Stone bears witness in her 
'communication to her friends to the 
uniform good treatment she has receiv- 
'ed at the bands of her captors. This 
would be snrprislng in the case of vul- 
gar robbers like the Tnrks, bnt it is 
what there might be reason to expect 
'from the better bred Bulgarians. These 
,will cut a throat without compunction 
.where safety or discipline demands ex- 
treme measures, but on the whole ttiey 
aim to be as chivalrous as their calling 
.will permit 


The same authorities who have fur- 


nished the world with the few pictures 
we have at first hand of the Bulgarian 
bandit agree upon another of bis pecul- 
iarities—his utter, distrust of women. 
No Bulgarian who is a member of a 
mountain band is permitted to marry. 
It is not the weakness of the feminine 
body which makes the robber chief 
"dread to attach it to his following, but 
'the strength of the feminine tongue 
'and Its reputation for making a secret 
jgo farther than any other agency can. 
(Between tf?e counterplay of love and 
'Jealousy and a tendency to talk, he 
feels that tlie safety of all would soon 
be threatened if the gentler sex should 
be admitted within the sacred circle of 
his band. Indeed, he curbs the passion 
for talk even among men. The brigands 
jinay, discuss anything else under the 
«un, but they must be silent as the 
'grave about .themselves and each other. 
lit seems as If this admirable display of 
'self command,' this damper upon both 
egotism and gossip, might be Imitated 
.with advantage by persona In wore 
honest walk B of life.

AN AMERICAN TORTURED 


Hippoly te Lambert Tells of Aw- 


ful Cruelties by Venezuelans. 


WAS 8TBUH& UP BY THE THUMBS. 


Say» Ee Wa» Thrust Into a Daneeon, 


Prodded With Bayonet* by Soldiers 
and Wa» Barbnroiuly Treated by 
Belnsr "Trashed" — Covered With 
Brclaett. 


Hippolyte Lambert, a naturalized 


American citizen, who has for years 
been traveling through Central and 
South American countries organizing 
socialistic clubs among workingmen, 
has returned to tlie United States via 
Santo Domingo. He arrived at New 
York recently on the Clyde line steam- 
ship New York. 


Lambert tells a thrilling story of 


cruel treatment by Venezuelans, and 
his charges will be brought to the at- 
tention of the state department at 
Washington, says the New York Even- 
ing World. He says that for no ap- 
parent cause he was made prisoner by 
the police at Caracas and thrown into 
a dungeon. Lambert's story is as fol- 
lows: 


"I arrived at La Guayra on May 13 


last and went there in search of em- 
ployment as a cook. Failing to find 
work there, in the course of a few days 
I proceeded to Caracas and on May 20 
registered at the United States coi 
sulate at the capital of Venezuela.' O 
July 1(51 met a friend, and we steppe j 
into a barroom and had a glass of ruia 
together. 
We had only been in the 


place a minute or so when the prefect 
and a squad of four policemen entered 
and arrested me and my friend. After 
some delay I was let go with the un- 
derstanding that I would return to tlip 
station house on the following morning 
This I agreed to. 


"When arraigned in the station house 


a secoad time, I was searched, and my 
valise was demanded. I told the police 
that my valise v,-as still at the hotel, 
and they sent there and got possession 
of my effects and papers. In my mem 
orandum book they found the notes I 
had made for years concerning social- 
ism and the cotclition of workingmen 
In the different countries I had visited. 
They also found a copy of a French 
newspaper called Le Libere Pariei.r 
which is an organ of the socialists, and 
two photographs. 


"The discovery of these papers, how- 


ever, made the Venezuelans very bit 
ter against me, and they placed me in- 
communicado and threw me into a 
dungeon. I protested against such cruel 
treatment and repeatedly demanded to 
be put in communication with the 
American consul. This was refused, 
and to subdue me my jailers gave mo 
twenty lashes with a heavy whip. 


"On the afternoon of July 18 I was 


turned over to the military authorities 
and transferred by train to La Guayra. 
There I was placed in a military prison 
after protesting that I TV as a citizen of 
the United States and declaring that I 
wanted to speak with the American 
consul. I resisted with all my might 
and broke away from the soldiers who 
had before that butted me with their 
guns. They chased me about the prison 
yard with fixed bayonets, and about 
twenty of them succeeded in surround- 
ing me. 


"Several of them prodded me with 


their weapons, and some of the sores 
are still unhealed. When I was put in 
the military dungeon? I asked for a sur- 
geon to dress my wounds, but the sen- 
try only laughed at me. 


"The whipping to the police station 


at Caracas was cruel Indeed, but my 
treatment by the military at La Guny- 
ra was terrible. 
The guards were 


brutes, and on July 19 I told them 
they were killing me. They answered 
me with the butts of their muskets, 
which were poked through the bars of 
the dungeon. In doing so they struck 
me several .times, and my sides were 
black and bine. On that same day they 
took me out of the cell for a little 
while and, tying my thumbs together, 
hoisted me .up until my toes barely 
touched the ground. When lowered, 1 
was in an exhausted condition and 
more like a "dead man. I was flung 
back Into my cell. The next day I was 
again subjected to more cruelty. 


"The guardsmen that occasion took 


me out .of nay' cell and 'trussed' me. 
This made of barbarity was to double 
me up like a jackkaife, place a wood- 
en stave under my knees and bringing 
my arms underneath the parts of the 
wood that projected and at the same 
time tying my hands together so that 
I was helpless. In this position I re- 
mained for what seemed to me at least 
half an hour with ten rifles lying 
across my back. Becoming unconscious 
from this crnel treatment, I was put 
back in the dungeon, and there I re- 
mained sick with t fever until July 22, 
when I was .informed that I had been 
Wiled from the country."

The case of Arthur Zimmerman, 


twenry-two^rears old, of St. Louis, who 
died at the City hospital, says a St. 
Louia # natch, presents a complete re- 
veran^' . the natural order of anatom- 
ies! arrangement in that all of bis or- 
gans which normally should nave been 
on bis right side were on bis left side, 
and vice versa. Physicians say that 
only a few similar cases are -recorded. 


Dr. Nletert, superintendent of tbe 


City hospital, remembers BO such case 
since be baa been at the hospital. Zim- 
merman became ill about a week ago 
at his borne. A physician was called in, 
but tbe case was puzzling. There was 
apparently intestinal inflammation of a 
kind similar to appendicitis, but the 
Beat of trouble appeared to be on the 
left' side of the abdomen. Tbe appen- 
dix Is always on tbe right side. 


A diagnosis of appendicitis seemed 


out of tbe question. Zimmerman's con- 
dition became worse, and bis physician 
decided to have him removed to the 
City hospital, -where an operation could 
be performed. Dr. Nietert performed 
tbe operation. He found that general 
peritonitis bad set in and tbat the 
eource of infection was on the left side, 
as tbe external appearance bad indi- 
cated. 


But be was astonished at discovering 


that the source of Infection was In the 
appendix and that tbe appendix was 
on tbe left side. The appendix was re- 
moved, but the disease was too far ad- 
vanced for Zimmerman to benefit by 
tbe surgeon's skill, and he died. 


A postmortem examination showed 


tbat not only was tbe appendix trans- 
posed, but the heart was on the right 
Bide instead of the left. The right lung, 
with its three lobes, was on the left 
side, and the left lung, with Its two 
lobes, was on the right side. Tbe stom- 
ach was on the right side instead of the 
left. The liver was on the left side in- 
atead of the right, and the spleen waa 
on the right side instead of the left 


Dr. Louis Rassieur said that the sci- 


entific name for such a case la "situs 
viscernm Inversus." 


"I never saw such a case before," 


said he, "though a -few are recorded. I 
do not think that the transposition of 
the organs had any connection with the 
appendicitis. That was merely a coin- 
cidence. Still, It may have cost the 
man his life, as it confused the diagno- 
sis."

Chinese who die in Washington may 
be interred In a Chinese cemetery 
which it Is proposal! to establish near 
Pittsburgh The shipment of Chinese 
corpses on the transpacific steamers id 
prohibited by law. It Is said, and it is 
only the bonea of dead Chinamen which 
are sent to the Flowery Kingdom. The 
body of a CWnanmn is not allowed by 
bis compatriots to permanently rest in 
alien soil, but at last the bones an 
gathered up and sent to that place 
which was the home of him who died. 
The Chinese cemetery at PIrtsburg wil' 
be. It IB said, a large one, and Chinese 
dying within a wide radius will be In 
terred there.

In 
one of their raids they destroyed prop 
erty, which led to arrests. Stark was 
fined $25 and costs. The whole amount- 
ed to about $100. He appealed to the su 
preme court, claiming, among other 
things, that a saloon, being under the 
Dan of the law, might be destroyed bj 
any citizen without violation of the 
law. In its syllabus tbe court says: 


"Places where lr.*oricating liquors are 


sold or kept for sale or places where 
persons are penr>)*+"d fn resort for the 
purpose of drink) 113 the same are do 
dared by statute to be common nni 
sauces. This fact, however, does not 
Justify their fbatement by any perso'i 
or persons without process of law. Tbcj 
can be abated only by a prosecution ni 
etituted in behalf of the public by the 
proper officers. The destruction or in 
Jury to the property used in aid of the 
maintenance of such nuisances, except 
in -the manner provided by the statute, 
Is a trespass."

The hills were in 
all their glory of fall colors and under 
the bright sunshine presented a view 
of Berkshire scenery that will not soon 
be forgotten by the visitors from other 
sections.

a very full one. Much of the time was 
given up to symposium of the Junior 
society that was ably conducted and 
proved very interesting.

noon closed with the first appearance 
of Rev. F. E. Clark, who conducted a 
question box and made a brief ad-, 
dress. He will appear again this eve- 
ning and there will undoubtedly be a 
large attendance to see and hear him. 


Tbe Sncce««or tl»e Convention 


The convention has been a success 


from every standpoint. The addresses 
have been inspiring and helpful. The 
home society feels many times repaid 
for all effort, and the visiting dele- 
gates are enthusiastic in their praise 
of the convention, the hospitality of 
the North Adams people and the city 
and surrounding country they have 
visited. 


There are not as many delegates 


present as had been expected, but the 
number is large when the distance 


om the eastern part of the state is 


taken into account. Four hundred and 
twenty-five de' ates came on the spe- 
cial train yesterday, and 575 had reg- 
istered at the headquarters in 
St. 


John's parish house this noon. It is 
believed that fully 150 more who have 
not registered are being entertained 
by friends in the city, and many oth- 
ers from nearby places came into the 
city for the sessions during the day.

house about 75 were served to tea. 
One hundred had been provided for. 
At the Universalist church the ladies 
provided for 200 people at supper and 
served eight. At the Congregational 
church last evening provision was 
made for 300 and only 150 appeared. 


The woman's Relief corps provided 


for 200 at dinner yesterday and served 
only 20. They did a little better today. 


This superabundance of provision, 


however, speaks well for North Adams 
hospitality, and since our women al- 
ways provide most excellent suppers, 
it is only the delegates' own fault if 
anyone of them goes •'way without 
having been most abundantly fed on 
good things at a merely nominal fee.
